liad got witnesses in tlieinsc. 
1 told him 
never to converse with Lees anil Dames 
together. Told him to go back and toil 
Lees that he wanted to deal directly with 
Mr. Dames. 
He saw Mr. Barnes, who said 
that Mr. I.ees was in the employ of Mr. 
Sharon. 
Mr. Dames, he said, wanted him 
(McLaughlin) to break open my desk drawer 
and get the contract. 
This was last Mon­ 
day or Tuesday. 
1 told him that I thought 
it justifiable for me to show up these cor­ 
rupting influences. 
! thciviiire wrote the 
agreement for the benefit of Mr. Dames. I 
scut to Gutnpel and lie came t.> see me. and 
1 told him what had occurred. 
He agreed 
with me that we would he justified in get 
ting at the matter. 
He gave me his signa­ 
ture, and in his presence 1 practiced in 
copying it. 
Finally 1 put Mr. Gumpel’s 
name to the contract aiul gave it to Mc­ 
Laughlin. 
He went ami talked to Mr. 
Lees. 
They went to Marchaml’s and met 
Mr. Barnes there. 
He did not take the 
contract with him for fear it would betaken 
from him by force, but he read a copy. 
Barnes subsequently offered him £7,000 for 
the paper and ho accepted it. They met 
again at Marchand’s, and he produced the 
contract. 
The document was read over 
and Mr. Barnes pronounced the signatures 
genuine, and said he would doubtless get a 
new trial on it. 
McLaughlin thought he 
would strike him for a httlc more money, 
and saitl that he would have to leave the 
city. 
He promised to give an answer the 
next morning. 
Let s was in a saloon across 
the street at the time and waiting. 
Mr. 
Darnes sent to his office and Mr. Belt 
brought up $7,500. 


A RISE IN PRICE. 
McLaughlin refused to take tiie money, 
and he reported progress to me. I told him 
to strike for $110,Ourt, and if necessary to 
come down to $25,Quo. of $20,000, or even 
$1U,000 if he could not get any more. 
Last 
Friday he met Lees at Marchand’s, and 
after :i while Barnes came in and asked 
Lets to retire. They began negotiations. 
Saturday they met 'at Mr. Barnes’ house, 
who counted out a large amount of money 
and pledged his word of honor that he 
would not give his name until he had got 
out of the country. 
I state positively that 
there was never a contract between me and 
any witness to pay money. Judge Terry 
saw me write my signature to the contract. 
I told him about the contract when I 
wrote it. 
Judge Sullivan— Have you got the money? 
The witness— No; I have not seen it. 
That will probably he a matter for another 
suit. 
McLaughlin told me he had got the 
money, and I presume did, as he is a very 
truthful boy. 
[Laughter.] 
Mr. Barnes said that the narration of the 
interview bears characteristics of truth,with 
the exception of the breaking open of the 
drawer. 
“ 1 believe now that the paper is 
a fraud, and 1 withdraw it.

SCHUYLER COLFAX. 


Schuyler Colfax, of Indiana, is dead. 
He was born in New York, March 23,1823. 
lie was the grandson of General W illiam 
Colfax, who commanded 
Washington’s 
Life Guards in the American Revolution. 
Mr. Colfax's opportunities for intellectual 
culture in youth were exceedingly lim­ 
ited, ami lie was debarred the usual com­ 
mon school education. 
He located in 
northern Indiana in 1836. 
He was an 
active man, not afraid to labor, and full of 
energy and nervous vigor. 
His leisure 
hours he devoted to study and to reading 
law iext-books. 
lie made such 
rapid 
progress that he was soon qualified for ad­ 
mission to the har, but he had not pur­ 
sued his course of reading for that pur- 
jio.se. 
In 1845 lie established at South 
Bend, Ind., the St. Joseph Volley Register, 
a 
Whig 
paper, which lie edited for 
many 
years 
with 
masterly ability. 
He was Secretary of the National Conven­ 
tion that nominated Zachariah Taylor for 
the Presidency in 1.848, and Secretary of 
the W hig National Convention of 1-852. He 
had a seat in the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion of Indiana in 1850, and first drew 
marked attention to himself liv his vigor­ 
ous and brave opposition to the clause pro­ 
hibiting the settlement of free colored men 
in Indiana. 
He was nominated for Con­ 
gress bv the Whigs in 1851. 
Though in a 
strong Democratic district, he was beaten 
by but 216 votes.

A DRAMATIC SCENE. 


W hatever may lie said of the moral of 
the thing, the trick George W. Tyler 
played upon W. II. L. Barnes and Isaiah 
W. Lees, the noted detective, will excite 
something more than the curiosity of men. 
There is in human nature an irresistible 
disposition 
to 
admire sharp practice. 
When two exceedingly shrewd lawyers 
attempt to outwit one another, the winner 
will receive a measure of applause that is 
not to be mistaken, however, for approval. 
In the celebrated Ilill-Sharon case, on an 
application of the plaintiff for alimony 
there was enacted in Court in San Fran 
cisco, on -Monday, a scene full of dramatic 
interest, as the details elsewhere published 
disclose. 
Had such a story been told in 
fiction, or have been dramatized and pre­ 
sented upon the stag-.; the mass ot men 
would have pronounced it unreal and 
wholly improbable. 
But the facts give 
point again to the well-worn proverb that 
truth is stranger than fiction. The humor 
of the whole thing is undeniable, and the 
most marvelous part of it is that so expe 
l-ienced a detective and so shrewd a lawyer 
should have been so sadly taken 
in. 
Neither will receive public sympathy. 
The verdict of an unpitying world will he, 
“Served them right.” There is food in 
the story for moralizing, hut the lessons it 
teaches are too patent to demand recital 
now. 
It is the one phase of the Hill 
Sharon infamy that is not vulgar and inde­ 
cent in the telling. Barnes and Lees set 
about to unearth what they assumed to be 
an agreement between Tvler and an expert 
in hand-writing, by which the latter 
contracted for a lump sum to testify that 
certain disputed words in the “ Dear A\ ifc 
letters” were in the handwriting of Sharon. 
Tyler, shrewder than they, ly the aid of a 
clerk and the expert, prepared just such a 
contract as it was desired to find, and the 
clerk sold it to Barnes for the pretty sum 
of $25,000. Thereupon Barnes produces 
it in Court as the final and conclusive evi­ 
dence of the infamy of the plaintiffs ease. 
At this Tyler takes the stand and tells the 
whole storv; and Barnes, convinced of its 
truth, acknowledges the success of the 
trick, confesses his defeat and withdraw 
the spurious contract. The wonder will 
continue to grow, that such a man, backed 
by such a detective—a salaried official of 
San Francisco, by the way—should not 
have realized at the outset that if Tyler 
and Gtunpel had entered into any such 
agreement to defraud, they never would 
have put it in “ black and white” or have 
taken an office clerk into their confidence. 
In common self-defense against each other, 
they would have permitted no one the 
opportunity to he a witness to such a trans­ 
action. The dramatic story will go down 
in legal annals as one of the strangest and 
most improbable, and will serve to give the 
names of these adroit legal fencers an air­ 
in g throughout the whole country. 
In the 
meantime Captain Lees will be brought to 
the har of public inquiry to answer the 
question, why he, a salaried detective, 
should b.e engaged in a private transaction 
involving the buying of testimony. 
It can 
be replied, of course, that he was engaged 
in unearthing what he assumed to be a 
crim e; but at the h o t it will serve to very 
much lower the popular estimate of de­ 
tective ability as represented by Lees; and 
to illustrate how even an officer of that 
class, with a quarter century’s experience 
to back him, may make an egregious ass 
of himself. 


I.v open Court in San Francisco a young 
woman presents a long affidavit confessing 
that in the Ilill-Sharon case she com­ 
mitted willful perjury, over and over again, 
and engaged in the most despicable frauds 
to cheat the ends of justice and despoil a 
rich man of his money; that it was a de­ 
liberate scheme to commit perjury, and 
that she was a principal in the plot, and 
went so far as to swear falsely over and 
over again in the trial. 
It now remains 
to he seen whether the young woman will 
he treated as perjurers should he. 
Her 
place, by her own confession, is in the 
State Prison. 
But will Nellie Brackett he 
punished for her infamous perjuries? 
By 
no means. 
We do not indulge in such 
luxuries in these days. Great wealth, 
shrewd counsel and the law’s delays will 
keep Nellie Brackett safe outside prison 
walls.

U n ited S ta tes S en ate. 
W ashington, January 13th.—Hale, front, 
the Committee on Appropriations, reported 
back the last naval appropriation bill sent 
over by the House, amended by striking 
nut all provisions for a change in exist­ 
ing laws. Hale said he would call it up 
to-morrow. 
Dolph, from the Committee on Public 
Lands, reported favorably the House bill 
repealing the Pre-emption, Timber Culture 
and Desert Land Acts, and modifying the 
Homestead Act. 
Edmunds introduced a bill authorizing 
the President to appoint and place on the 
retired list of the array, one person from 
among those who had been Generals com­ 
manding the armies of the United States or 
the General-in-Chief of said army. Ed­ 
munds expressed the hope that unanimous 
consent would be given for the immediate 
consideration of the bill. 
Every Senator, 
he said, would see the object, purpose and 
application of the bill. It would authorize 
the President to appoint General Grant to 
the retired list. In its present form it ob­ 
viated the difficulty observed in the Eitz 
John Porter ease. 
Cockrell asked that it should lie over till 
to-morrow. 
. 
< )n motion of Hawley the Senate took up 
the Sherman-Davis resolution. 
Senator Vance spoke upon it at length, 
lie declared that he had been drawn into 
the Confederacy unwillingly, but when he 
fought to maintain it he defended the course 
pursued by Davis. 
Senator Ilawley said lie only presented 
the resolution to preserve papers of historic 
value. He, however, went into the corre­ 
spondence to show It w Davis conspired to 
rule the South arbitrarily. 
Senator IJrown said he had been an 
original Secessionist, and defended his 
course as outlined in ins correspondence 
with Sherman and Davis toward the close 
of the war. 
Consideration of the interstate commerce 
bill was resumed, the pending question be­ 
ing on Brown's amendment to the amend­ 
ment of Vance. 
Vance's amendment was that no railroad 
company be allowed to charge a higher 
proportionate rate for the carriage of small 
than large parcels, and Brown's amend­ 
ment proposed to extend this principle to 
all mercantile business, and so forbid mer­ 
chants front charging proportionately more 
for retail parcels than for wholesale. 
Vanee said he would have thought 
Brown’s amendment a joke if he had not 
known Brown had never perpetrated a suc­ 
cessful joke in his life. [Laughter.] 
Brown’s amendment was not agreed to. 
Bayard opposed Vance’s amendment, as 
an attempt to do what neither Congress nor 
any human power.could do—deprive prop­ 
erty of its natural strength, and take from 
its weakness its inherent defect. 
Sheffield and Sewell also opposed the 
amendment, and Vance defended it. 
The amendment was not agreed to. 
Slater proposed an amendment making 
all rebates unlawful. Not agreed to. 
An executive session was held, and the 
Senate adjourned. 
H ou se o f R ep resen ta tiv es. 
W ashington. January 13th.—Stockshiger, 
to a question of personal privilege, sent to 
the Clerk’s desk and had read an article in 
yesterday’s New York Sun, charging the 
Committee on Public Buildings with log­ 
rolling to pass bills for the erection of pub­ 
lic buildings involving $15.000,000, and 
giving Randall great credit for fighting and 
exposing the job. “ The statements in the 
article," said Stockslager, “ were reckless; 
hut. considering that statements about as 
reckless had been made on the floor, 
especially by the gentleman from Ohio 
(Warner), it was not strange that news­ 
paper reporters should repeat them. The 
amount of the hills was not $15,000,000, 
but $6,227,000. The assertion that títere 
was any combination or any binding to­ 
gether of these bills, so far as it referred to 
hint, or his committee, was wholly gra­ 
tuitous, entirely uncalled for and utterly 
false." He defended the order under which 
the public building measures were to be 
considered. 
Randall said lie bad never known of the 
article in the Sun until it was shown him 
yesterday. The material point in the con­ 
troversy 
between

gentleman and 
himself (he proposed to take the bull by 
the horns) was whether there was a com­ 
bination. He did not know and never had 
charged that the gentleman was guilty of 
forming improper combinations, but hedid 
say the very effect of the resolution is a 
combination, and naturally so. Since he 
had presented his objections to the consid­ 
eration of these liiils he had been appealed 
to on all sides to withdraw that opposition. 
He had slated that if the Committee on 
Public Buildings would select a dozen or 
fifteen meritorious bilis which should be 
passed, the House could proceed under­ 
Standingly. The answer was that the mo­ 
ment a dozen or fifteen hills were picked 
out, gentlemen interested in the hills not 
selected would oppose the proposition. He 
was willing that the country should judge 
whether there was combination or not. 
Browne of Indiana, arising, said: “ I 
perform a sad duty in announcing to the 
House the death of Schuyler Colfax, at one 
time Speaker of this House, and late Vice­ 
President of the United States. A telegram 
was received through the Associated Press 
this afternoon about 2 o'clock announcing 
this sad event. 
The House, as an expression of sorrow, 
immediately adjourned.

New O rleans, January 12th.—At 12:15 
o’clock to-day great excitement was caused 
on Camp street by rapid firing of pistol 
shots. The tiring took place in the Mascot 
office, 68 i amp street, up stairs, between J. 
I). Houston, 8tate Tax Collector, and Geo. 
Osmond, editor of the Mascot. It is also 
stated that Robert Brewster, State Register 
of Voters, accompanied Howstoii, ami took 
part in the shooting. Houston and Osmond 
each received a pistol-shot wound in the 
hand, and Brewster was badl v wounded. 
The trouble was caused by an article in 
Saturday's Unseat reflecting severely upon 
Judge \V. S. Houston, a brother of J. D.

F o r t W a y n e (Ind.), January 13th.—The 
Pittsbi rg, Fort Wayne and Chicago Rail­ 
way Company, a few days since, inaugu­ 
rated what is known as a ” double-header " 
system of sending out their freight trains ; 
that is, attaching two locomotives to double 
the usual number of cars in each train, 
thus dispensing with the services of one 
conductor and one brakeman to each, 
double-header. 
About 
fifty brakemen 
were discharged, and several conductors 
reduced to the rank of brakemen. About 
2 p. si. to-day a large number of men col­ 
lected at the depot and boarded freight 
train No. 73, a 
west-bound “ double­ 
header,” pulled out the coupling pins and 
refused to allow the men in charge of the 
train to replace them. The train was rc- 
coupled, however, and allowed to 
go 
to the junction of the Grand Rapids 
and 
Indiana 
and 
I’ittsburg 
road, 
a 
mile 
from 
the 
city, 
where 
the 
pins were again pulled and thrown into the 
river. The train was left standing on the 
main track, where it now stands. The 
second section of train No. 73 was treated 
in like manner, and stands just behind the 
first section. The fires were raked from the 
engines attached to both trains by the 
strikers, and they refused to allow the men 
under supervision of the company’s offi­ 
cials to do anything toward getting the 
trains in motion. All the switches at the 
east yard, from where all freight trains of 
the Pittsburg road and Grand Rapids and 
Indiana start, have been spiked down 
solidly, and strikers put to guard them. 
Train No. 71, east bound from Chicago, was 
stopped by the strikers at 1’icrceton, 2.5 
miles west of here, this evening, and the 
jiiits pulled and the train side-tracked, 
where it now stands. Superintendent Lane 
i> expected here to-night front Chicago. 
The strikers will submit their grievance to 
him to-morrow at !> a . m ., when it is sup­ 
posed some action will be taken. The 
strikers appear quiet, but very determined. 
Serious trouble is feared unless an under­ 
standing is arrived at.

C h a t t a n o o g a , January 13th.—A special 
to the Times from Collinsville gives fuller 
details of the terrible Alabama cyclone. 
About four miles west of Collinsville the 
residence of Noble Gilbraith, together with 
all liis farm houses, located at the base of 
Sand mountain, were completely demol­ 
ished. His youngest child was instantly 
killed by flying timbers, its body being 
terribly mangled. A young man living 
with the family was seriously, and proba­ 
bly fatally, wounded. The family had re­ 
tirad about an hour before. 
No other 
member of the family received any injury. 
Every article of household goods was 
blown away, not leaving wearing apparel 
for the grief-stricken family. It is reported 
from good authority lliat an anvil in a 
blacksmith shop near by was blown 100 
yards. Great damage to other property in 
the neighborhood is reported. Some three 
miles further off two other residences were 
completely blown 
away. In one

reported fatal. Great damage is reported 
to farm property generally. Owing to the 
liigh waters, it is impossible to obtain accu­ 
rate information as to the true extent of 
the injury by the cyclone, but enough is 
ascertained to report that while it is fear­ 
fully disastrous, it is by no means such a 
terrible scourge as lite famous cyclone 
which passed through Cherokee and Cal­ 
houn counties bust spring. During all of 
yesterday and the greater part of last night 
•t tremendously heavy rain fell, flooding all 
the streams and lowlands, and making it 
almost impossible to travel or gain further 
information. 
The fearful cloud, which 
accompanied the wind, was seen from this 
place, and looked hideous indeed. There 
was a continuous roaring of the elements 
like distant thunder for some thirty m in­ 
utos before the wind passed. One family 
became frightened before the tempest ap­ 
proached and ran to a neighboring house, 
a short distance away, which was blown 
away, while their own house, from which 
they tied, remained standing. The track 
of the cycione is about 200 yards wide.

LEGATE

wbat he had to say concerning the letter to 
J. S. Clarkson, published from St. l.ouis 
this morning, purporting to have been 
written by hint to Clarkson during the 
Presidential campaign. 
Mr. Legate re­ 
plied, after several minutes' cogitation, as 
follows: “ The Clarkson letter 1 ne\or 
wrote—that is, I never wrote a letter to 
Clarkson of that elate. I wrote Clarkson a 
letter, part of which is in the letter pub­ 
lished this morning, but lie omits to state 
what 1 said, and makes ine say what I 
never stated.” Mr. Legate here grew ex­ 
cited, and declared that Clarkson had sup­ 
pressed the names of every other man to 
that transaction but liis.

I was acting as the agent, and doing 
the wish of Mr. Clarkson as a member of 
the National Committee, and those with 
whom he was associated in Ohio, in all 
that was done. With reference to Kerers 
note, it is so completely changed from what 
1 did say that it amounts to an open 
forgery. Within a short time I intend to 
make a full statement of the whole matter, 
as far as I know it. Then let those kick 
who are hifrt'm ost; but I say now that so 
far as St. John is concerned in all those 
transactions, the Virgin Marv is not purer 
than he.” The reporter asked Mr. Legate 
to make a statement relative to what the 
Clarkson letter was as written, but he de­ 
clined and would say nothing more. 


CLARKSON TO TH E FRONT AGAIN. 


D es M o in e s , January 13th.—In reply to 
the Legate interview at Topeka to-night, 
Clarkson says: “ The letter front Legate 
to me was dated October 29th, and was 
given by me in the Globe-Democrat inter­ 
view exactly as he wrote it, with not a 
word or letter of it changed or left out.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Im m igration M atters. 
A meeting of the Board of Trade was 
held yesterday afternoon to consider immi­ 
gration matters. A communication had 
previously been addressed by the Board to 
General Manager A. X. Towne, of the rail­ 
road company, concerning accommodations 
lor overland immigrants that should arrive 
in Sacramento. A letter in reply from Mr. 
Towne was read, stating that immigrant 
passengers would he permitted lay-over 
privileges on their tickets, at this point, of 
ten days, and that when their baggage had 
gone forward to San Francisco on through 
cheeks it would he returned to them here. 
Agents and conductors, the letter states, 
will lie instructed in the matter. 
The Board considered the subject of im­ 
migration to the State, and upon motion 
appropriated ¡¡>100 to the Northern Califor­ 
nia Immigration Association and $100 to 
the Sacramento County Auxiliary Associa­ 
tion.At the conclusion of the meeting Mr. 
Steffens. President of the Board, stated that 
he had telegraphed to Congressman Glas­ 
cock to know if lie could not get an early 
consideration of the bill for the construc­ 
tion of a Government building in Sacra­ 
m e n to , but had not as yet received any re­ 
sponse. 
T he McKenna Case.—Judge Van Fleet, 
in Department One of the Superior Court, 
yesterday, dismissed the information in 
the ease of Jack McKenna, accused of an 
attempt to commit rape, and discharged 
the defendant, on the strength of repre­ 
sentations contained in a written state­ 
ment presented hv City Attorney Ander­ 
son, to the effect that lie did not believe 
the defendant could lie convicted, as the 
prosecuting witness hail been nil inmate of 
the Magdalen Asylum, and admitted hav­ 
ing been seduced before coming to Sacra­ 
mento, and while here associated with had 
characters at all hours, visited disreputable 
places, acted badly with men, etc. In ad­ 
dition to which t lie witnesses in the case 
are nearly all living in San Francisco or 
other places, and the county would be at 
great expense in bringing them to Sacra­ 
mento toatt.-nd a trial of the case. TheCity 
Attorney admitted that he did not conduct 
the examination of McKenna in the Police 
Court, hut that was principally for the 
reason that lie "had satisfied himself that 
there was little in it; but he was willing to 
have him held because of his connection 
with other matters. According to the 
statements made by Police Judge Henry 
ami 1. S. Brown, the attorney who prose­ 
cuted the case in the Police Court, the evi­ 
dence mi the examination must have been 
different from what the <’i!y Attorney gath­ 
ered, for those gentlemen assert that a 
strong case was mode against the defendant. 
Look <)i:t fop. Counterfeits.—During 
the past two weeks many counterfeit coins, 
especially quarter and half-dollars, have 
been ;• ;nd in circulation in ibis city. The 
Grass Valley Tidings of Saturday last says : 
“ Counterfeit half-dollars and quarter dol­ 
lars are very thick around Grass Valley. 
Some think the factory is not faraway 
from this place. It is certain that more 
than one person is engaged in shoving this 
bogus money into circulation. A person 
passing bogus money is liable to prosecu­ 
tion. The passing such money is an offense 
against the law, and the defense of not 
knowing the counterfeit passed to be coun­ 
terfeit has to he proved, and that proving 
is a difficult matter some times. Some 
think it is perfectly legitimate to get rid of 
a counterfeit, when they have taken it 
honestly : but the truth is that the most 
innocent person in the world is liable to 
arrest for passing such money. When you 
get a counterfeit coin it is safe to keep it 
and not offer to pay it out.” 
Slight Mistake.—A day or two ago the 
Police Court bailiff was taking a prisoner 
to the County Jail, and had to stop on the 
way to have the individual’s photograph 
taken, tor the benefit of the “ rogue’s gal­ 
lery." Another member of the force went 
along wit b the bailiff to assist him if neces­ 
sary. 
The lady photographer took the 
prisoner's' picture, and the bailiff’ re­ 
marked, "Take two,” meaning that he de­ 
sired two copies. Directly afterwards, how­ 
ever. the lady returned to the camera, 
placed a chair in position, and remarked to 
the assisting policeman—one of the nicest 
on the force—“ Now, sir, it’s your turn !" 
For a second or two there was an awkward 
silence, which was finally broken by the 
officer, who stammered out, as he exhibited 
his --tar, •• There must lie a mistake here. 
Pm not that kind of person !" 
Was it Absent-mindedness?—A few 
days ago a well-known citizen and his wife 
went out for a buggy ride, it was noticed 
by parties who passed them on the road 
that the conversation between the gentle­ 
man and his wife was very loud and ani­ 
mated- In passing through a muddy por­ 
tion o f the road the wife lost her hat, and 
in leaning over to see what had become of 
her feathered head covering she lost her 
balance and fell into a deep mud hole. The 
husband, apparently, did not observe the 
loss o f his companion, as he drove home 
and nut up his horse the same as is his 
usua; eustoni when out riding. Parties 
who observed the accident went to the as­ 
sistin', -e of the- wife, pulled her out of the 
mud and eared for her in a neighboring 
house.

sureties. Charles M. Chapman, Constable 
of Xatomn township, also tiled his bond, in 
the sum of $2,500, with C. L. Ecklon and 
Jaeob Hyman as sureties.

The East of the Ida Evinger Cases in the 
Police Court. 
Yesterday morning in the Police Court 
the case of Walter P. Emery, charged with 
having introduced Ida Evinger to Bulger 
and Cavanaugh, for improper purposes, 
representing the latter to he theatrical man­ 
agers, was called in the Police Court. 
The City Attorney moved that the de­ 
fendant be discharged, stating as his rea­ 
sons that the Superior Judges had failed to 
hold Bulger anu Cavanaugh, the two real 
criminals, if there were any, and of course 
it would he a waste of time to try an indi­ 
vidual who was charged with a lesser 
offense in the same case. 
The defendants’ counsel also asked for 
the discharge of the defendant on the same 
grounds. 
Grove L. Johnson said, as counsel for 
the prosecution, he desired to say a word, 
fearing that his silence might convey the 
idea that he acquiesced in the decision of 
the Judges of the Superior Court. He said 
lie was more than ever convinced that the 
defendants are guilty as charged, and that 
they would have been convicted it tried by 
a jury. In his opinion the Police Judge 
was right in holding them to answer, and 
the Superior Judges wrong in discharging 
them on habeas corpus. He thought it 
useless for the Police Judge to proceed 
farther with such cases so long as the 
Judges of the Superior Court held such 
views on habeas corpus. He therefore 
recommended that the Judge dismiss the 
case.Judge Henry said : 
“ I feel grave responsibility in consider­ 
ing a motion to discharge this defendant. 
I believe the conduct of all the parties to 
this offense is most outrageous, and ought 
not to be tolerated in any civilized com­ 
munity. I am of the opinion, from careful 
scrutiny of the testimony, while looking 
into the eyes of the witnesses, that a great 
wrong has been committed ; that the char­ 
acter and life of an innocent girl has been 
debauched, disgraced and ruined by the 
heartless perpetrators of an infamous con­ 
spiracy. 
The Judges of the Superior 
Court", to which two of the defendants 
have been held to answer, have decided, 
upon a royiew of the testimony, that the 
defendants were entitled to a discharge, for 
the reason that the evidence does not dis­ 
close an offense for which the law provides 
a penalty. In deference to the Superior 
Court. I feel in duty hound to grant this 
motion ; but if it is true, as the learned 
Judges of the Superior Court say. that there 
is no law for the punishment ot such 
offenses against private rights and public 
decency, it is high time the Legislature 
should do some service to the people by 
passing a law that may preclude the ne­ 
cessity of resorting to the pistol and shot­ 
gun instead of the Courts, for redress in 
eases similar to this. The defendant is dis­ 
charged.”

T h e T ra n s c o n tin e n ta l A sso c ia tio n . 
San F rancisco, January 
13th. — The 
Transcontinental Association resum ed its 
session this m orning at room 100, Palace 
Hotel. 
Xearly all who had been nam ed as 
probable attendants were present. Messrs. 
M iller and Eustis, of the Burlington and 
Missouri road, arrived yesterday afternoon. 
This m orning word was received that Vice­ 
President and General 
Manager T. F. 
Oakes of the N orthern Pacific road, and 
General Manager C. 11. Prescott, of the Or­ 
egon Railway and Transportation Com­ 
pany, had been delayed, but that they 
would be here to-morrow to attend the scs- 
sion. 
The session to-day was called to order by 
Commissioner L. G. Cannon about 10 
o'clock. 
About half of the gentlemen 
named yesterday were then present. Oth­ 
ers came in soon after. During the fore­ 
noon messenger boys brought num erous 
telegraphic dispatches to the apartm ents 
w here the Association was in session. Rep­ 
resentatives of railroads east of the Missouri 
river, to a lim ited num ber, also came to the 
Palace to discuss the situation. 
It was sup­ 
posed that tlie transactions of the Associa­ 
tion, which occurred behind closed doors, 
would necessitate the appointm ent of a 
Press Committee such as was nam ed in 
1883, but it was learned that the Associa­ 
tion had not appointed a comm ittee this 
year. 
It was also learned that little busi- 
. ness was transacted to-day. the representa­ 
tives waiting for the arrivals from the 
north. The Association about noon took 
a recess until 1:30 e. >i.. when the doors 
were closed again and deliberations were 
resumed. 
A representative of the Central Pacific 
Road says that, notw ithstanding all ru­ 
mors to the contrary, the Central Pacific 
occupies the sam e position in the associa­ 
tion that it did before the recent m eetingat 
Chicago. A representative of an Eastern 
road, more free to talk than are the m em ­ 
bers of the Transcontinental Association, 
said that should there be a freight war it 
would necessarily take in a very great part 
of the railroad system of the United States, 
because of the from ocean to ocean line ol 
the Sunset, route. To prevent the latter 
from taking the Atlantic e w»t business, 
local rates would be raised in the East. 
T hen the Atlantic and Pacific would make 
a fight for business, but m ight be compelled 
to pay local rates t > Mojave. The Union 
Pacific, being inlan !, must also fight for 
California business. 
All that lias as yet 
appeared on tin-surface is the speculation 
concerning a freight war.
